Inside at least one St. Paul Pub- 
lic Schools building Tuesday, it 
was hotter than it was outdoors. 

Two-thirds of district schools 
have no air conditioning, prompt- 
ing officials to deliver hundreds 


of fans and thousands of water 
bottles as temperatures hit 90 for 
a sixth consecutive day. 

Mark Westpfahl found his Capi- 
tol Hill Gifted and Talented Mag- 
net classroom at 84 when he 
arrived for work Tuesday. The 
school’s thermometer doesn’t go 
any higher so the teacher brought 


his own, which registered 94 
about 11 a.m. and 101 later in the 
day. 

He said in a noon email to dis- 
trict leaders, which he shared 
with the Pioneer Press, that he’d 
already sent more than a dozen 
students to the nurse’s office. 

“I am most concerned for my 


Muslim students who are fasting 
during Ramadan,” he wrote. “I 
have had more than a dozen stu- 
dents this past Friday come up to 
me, several in tears, begging me 
not to tell their parents that they 
are breaking their fast.”

ABC cancels hit show ‘Roseanne after star's Apes tweet 


Barr calls comment 
about ex-Obama 
adviser a bad joke

NEW YORK — ABC canceled its 
hit reboot of “Roseanne” on 


Tuesday following star Roseanne 
Barr’s racist tweet that referred

to former Obama adviser Valerie 
Jarrett as a product of the Muslim 
Brotherhood and the “Planet of 
the Apes.” 

ABC Entertainment President 
Channing Dungey said the com- 
ment “is abhorrent, repugnant 
and inconsistent with our val- 
ues.” Barr had apologized and 
deleted her Monday-night tweet, 
calling it a “bad joke,” but the 
damage had already been done. 

Barr was also dumped by her 
talent agency, ICM Partners.

Report breaks down 
game's economic impact 
for Twin Cities region

It’s actually a no-brainer: 

Take the Twin Cities in a frigid 
stretch of February, when, you know, 
nothing much is really happening. 
Lure 125,000 people here — many of 
whom are extremely well-heeled — 
and put on the nation’s largest enter- 
tainment spectacle, the Super Bowl. 

Yeah, that ought to boost our econo- 


my. 

And it did — to the tune of $400 mil- 
lion. 

That’s the economic impact of Super 
Bowl LII to the Minneapolis-St. Paul 
region, according to an economic anal- 
ysis released Tuesday. That’s the net 
impact, meaning the extra money 
injected into the region, even after 
subtracting local costs and local eco- 
nomic activity displaced by the Super 
Bowl, according to the analysis by 
Pennsylvania-based Rockport Analyt- 
ics. 

Rockport, which has performed the 
same study on at least two previous 
Super Bowls, was hired by the Minne- 
sota Super Bowl Host Committee, the 
local civic organization that put on the 
event with the NFL.

toll in Puerto 
Rico at 4,645 


Its estimate of fatalities 
related to hurricane 
exceeds gov t count

CAGUAS, Puerto Rico — At least 
4,645 people died as a result of Hurri- 
cane Maria and its devastation across 
Puerto Rico last year, according to a 
new Harvard study released Tuesday, 
an estimate that far exceeds the offi- 
cial government death toll, which 
stands at 64. 

The study, published in the New 
England Journal of Medicine, found 
that health care disruption for the 
elderly and the loss of basic utility 
services for the chronically ill had sig- 
nificant impacts across the U.S. terri- 
tory, which was thrown into chaos 
after the September hurricane wiped 
out the electrical grid and had wide- 
spread impacts on infrastructure. 
Some communities were entirely cut 
off for weeks amid road closures and 
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
